To the Editor, " McGill Dally." 
Dear Sir,— > 
I trust you will allow me to en- 
croach upon your valuable space for 
the purpose of saying a few wordH 
about the report in the "Dally" of 
the Economics Club meeting held on 
Tuesday. ■ ■ 

In view'of the importance of the 
subject discussed at the meeting, this 
report was, to say the"lflast, Inade- 
quate. We are informed that " J. C. 
Farthing read the paper of the even- 
ing : The Council 'of . Active and 
Extra - ParllamenUiry Institutions." 
The trifling mistake in the title Is in 
itself a matter of but smill import- 
ance. But what Is of more import- 
ance is the inadequacy of the report, 
both brief andrViùme|i|W^ich follows. 
The readers of^i||0|ppaily," I feel 
sure, could learn nothing of the true 
essence of the paper from the barren 
statement : " He dwelt at length on 
the significance and importance of 
tiitf labor movements taking place, 
especially Ip England, and touched 
upon certain political and social 
aspects of the question." This state- 
ment itself is too empty and mean- 
ingless to convey any Idea of the topic 
of the evening. The very obscurity 
of ,the report woufd seem to imply 
that Mr. Farthing's subject was itself 
obscure. Tbis is far from being the 
case. We are given the lame oxcubo 
that. ''Any attempt nt-a -summary of 
such a topic is uselesH, and because 
of the impossibility of having a full 
printing of the paper -no idea of ite 
content can ;,be_ conveyed,". • A start- 
ling admission from a representative 
of a University newspaper! 

Mr. Farthing's subject, although 
deprecated by himself as disjointed 
and vague. Is surely not impossible 
of being put into a readable form 
without setting, it down word for 
word as read out at the meetiiig. 

Mr. Farthing showed tis. In a very 
clear and Illuminating way, the 
events which led up to'ihe formation 
of the Council of Action and their 
ultimatum to the British Government 
when war with Russia seemed im 
minent He pointed out the slRnl 
flcance of this action— the fact that 
Labor, although comparatively 
powerless under the system of ma- 
jority rule, could paralyse the • go- 
vernment by itsC organized and "un- 
constitutional'^ action. . Having pre- 
sented the facts of the case, Mr. 
Farthing proceeded to give an ex- 
haustive exposition ot one of its as- 
pects, not; as ha was careful, to state, 
representing l^lp own personal opin^ 
ion, but merely a point of view gone 
rally overlooked or avoided by. the 
Press, and not usually stressed by 
most authorities. That Is to^say, he 
examined the measure tjken ^ the 
Council of Action In a certain, liglit 
which, if it did not make the ultima-" 
tum appear absolutely Justifiable, at 
least would make any intelligent per 
son think twice before denouncing it 
in such' term* as ."unconstitutional," 
"Inlqultous" and "revolutionary*" 

Such Is a tiare outline of the paper 
The topic presents one of the mo- 
mentous problems with which .Eng- 
land is' faced to-day. This problem 
threatens, for good or for evil, the 
very roots of the present day system 
of democratic government Surely^ 
therefore. It Is Iraportaat enough to 
merit more consideration in the "Mc 
Gill Daljy" than It actually did re- 
ceive, ^md surely Us praiseworthy 
exposition by Mr. Farthing was cl«ar 
enough to enable the most muddle- 
beaded "Dally" representative to form 
some concrete conception of the sub- 
ject without havinc thw orlslnal 
theme fed to him from a sliver spoon.

Last night a largo turnout of 
Philosophera of McGlIl lUtenod to a 
most stimulating and interesting lec- 
ture on ''Higher Humanism" by Pro- 
fessor McKay. 

About seventy-five members, ot the 
society were present, including sev- 
eral professors and ladles. 

The meeting was called to order at 
8.30 by the president, Mr. Spcrbar, 
who referred to the honor' that was 
to be conferred upon thorn by having 
such an authority on Philosophy to 
speak to thorn. 

Professor McKay, who Is now Pro- 
fessor of Constitutional Law at Mc- 
Gill, has already held the chair of 
Philosophy at another university, and 
is one S^É&jiijïii^'t known philosophers 
In Amerlcar^'He commenced his lec- 
ture by defining what wo understood 
by the "Iliglicr Humanism," and 
dealt with his subject In connection 
with tbo Groat War, Religion, Litera- 
ture and Music. 

Ho said that overywiiero the Lower 
Humanism had broken bounds, that 
system, order, authority and reason 
bad been set at naught, and that 
doubt was everywhere predominant. 
He asked what. was the relation be- 
tween the ideal and tho real In 
human life, and Illustratcl it by the 
well-known argument between Plato 
and Aristotle. How Plato bollovod 
In the perfection and ultimate success 
of Ideals, while Aristotlo thought 
that tho human ideal was utterlv be- 
yond cognition. Ho also quoted ex- 
amples whlcli have occurred :it a 
more modern date, and concluded 
that .Vnd pragmatism will Inevitably 
lead to war against rationalism. 

He then dealt with ideals and 
Ideas, and what absolutely contrary 
functions the two words represented. 
An idea is a représentative event In 
some conscious reality, while an ideal 
is a creation , of imagination and Is 
not a. re{il|f;y, and always creates 
moral responsibility. An Ideal once 
created should never he abandoned, 
atid was never Intended to be aban- 
doned. He himself has an Ideal, as 
has everybody else, of what he would 
like to bo, knows he should bo,, 
strives to bo, apd yet knows that he 
never will bo. . Nevertheless, he docs 
not abandon his striving after his 
Ideal. . • 

He pointed . out that man was at 
last coming to realize what human 
Ideallsnr really is, and to search for 
It. That freedom terminates upon 
the control of ideals, and that free- 
dom without Ideals Is blind and very 
dangerous to humanity. ' . 

He pointed out that the highest 
human interests maiy sometimes y»-, 
come despotic, and cited as an In- 
stance the French Revolution, and 
that ocpnomio interests may also 
spell slavery; ^ . 

Humanism Is. a branch of Phllosr 
ophy and Is a reaction against 
rationailsm, and the Highest Human- 
ism Is the difference between the 
ideal and the real, 

At the close of his address. Pro- 
fessor McKay received a great ovation 
and many expressions of thanks. 

A disoueslon then took place. In 
which the whole matter was thrashed 
out, and the meeting ended with a 
few more words from Prof. McKay, 
in which he* answered the remarks 
whlcii had been made in connection 
with his lecture. 

The president then announced tho 
programme for the next few weeks, 
and the meeting broke up'after a vory 
successful and stimulating evening..

Here you have the 
University, that home of purpose and 
standards. tb« nursery at ideas, 
dreams, inspiration»; and hero you 
have Industry, the arena of practical 
things, the place of action, work, dili- 
gence, facts. The highest welfare of 
society demands that we bring the 
two together. They were intended 
, tor each other. NcHher con achieve 
>-1ts full purpose without the other. 
The University alone is only half- 
life; Industry alone is Imperfect and 
' Incomplete. 

The problem of our tUno Is how to 
. bring thom into closer and more ef- 
fective relations In order thai- the 
bcKt interests of humanity may be 
tcrved. It will perhaps assist us to 
i>ce the question more clearly. If we 
, narrow our view down to the iudi- 
vidual. 

After all, tho nations, society, or 
;lh« community 1» only an aggregate 
of lndl\lduHlR, niid If we ran bring 
the WArld of motives and tho world of 
' methods to co-oi>erBtc In a single life, 
wo shall have solved the social prob- 
lems. 

Thorp ari', pcrliaps. itirtv lilnds of 
men In tliin work-a-day world. The 
fIrKt Is iho man of tlK-nry »nd visions, 
tlio man of thuughi and aspirations. 
Ho hat) R mind well developed and 
ained: itlored with all tho finest 
leals and thoughts. He has a ready 
roniody for all tho Ills of lif<', but his 
standards and lofty conceptions are 
never IrnnHfornifKl Into action. lie 
never doca a really useful thing. He 
h all the/}ry, but when it comes to 
practical work be it useless. 

Do we not know him? lu not every 
town or (tity burdened with those 
dreamers and theorists? Very fre- 
quently they are tollcge men, bearing 
.,afler their names a multitude of let- 
):tera. The throbbing world of work 
li !a full of scorn for him. lié is filled 
with "wise saws and' modern In- 
stances," but ho; Is utterly hopcTeia 
when assigned to a day's tusk. 

Thou there Is the second man; the 
person who is all activity. He DOBS 
thingp. while the otiier man Is thlnk- 
-Ing about them. Hn droiads vaf;ue- 
. noss. He hates sentimentality. The 
^•tmportant matter to him Is that tho 
'hing fihoutd be done. What matlors 
iiiotlvo, tall talk, gush, enthusiasm? 

If a railway is |o be built — why, 
build it. He does not' care If he cor- 
rupts a whole province in dolnp to. 
,lt an asylum is to ho founded. Why, 
i^v^found It. Voii may or may not have 
"mtht' men lo fill it, but the great need 
.^j) tu get it opened. He makes ih- 
listry intense. Work is done, raa- 
''^hlncs are set I'unning, reeotire^oa are 
dvvtloprd, and world Jiist hums 
v.'lth action a« ho file? from task to 
tnsk. 

I»o tvc not know this man? And 
'.'.hvn we not learned that thorj is 
suiiiethlufr lacking in his' practicabil- 
ity, splendid and effective ae it is? 
Have ,wr not «cru thHt quantity has 
orion Men achieved at the sacrifice 
of qnallty? That results have been 
obtained without sufficient regsrd to 
Ihclr character? That work has been 
done of a temporary nature, not hav- 
ing the permanence that we all desire 
to eee? 

So we come to consider the third 
kind of man. He Is the man who 
combines iheory and 'fact; who fills 
his work with noble . inspirations, 
whore methods are irradiated with 
high motives, whose lofty thought Is 
translated Into splendid action. He 
U the educated man who findfi cx- 
prcEsion for bis Ideas in the throb- 
biiig world of industry. Surely thiv 



such avrnucti of knowledge as lead 
dlroi-tly to his vocation must make 
blm narrow and hard. All men'e 
lives need mellowing. The gVlnd 'ot 
life ..tends to harden us àllf. - 'if the 
professional man has opportunities 
for the gratification of particular 
tastes which lie ouUlde his calllns. 
Is there any good reason for denying 
the same pirivile^e to the workman? 
Who can neasuro the value 6f free 
llhrarlei, university extension courms 
and other facflitWs provided for tho 
mechanic and artisan? It is the 
business of tho University to put 
these things within the reach of the 
humblest man. He will return to his 
labors refreshed in body and isoul, 
with a clearer vision, a new pas^ilon 
for serving his fellows, and a great 
zeal for bis own peculiar tastes. 

Education is the very foundation 
of a eano and safe democracy. ~ It will 
lift the wliole community to a higher 
level and brlng^a larger measure of 
prosperity and contentment into so^ 
clety. It will banish the inequaliiles 
and Injustices which are all too mani- 
fest, and it will help to correct the 
irritation which exists agoinst class 
privileges. 

There is perhaps no branch of In- 
dustry "which provides a finer illus- 
tration of the relations between K'Tu- 
catlon and Industry than that of tac 
Pulp and Paper Manufacturers. It 
provides a splendid point of contact. 
It Is the medium through which the 
one shall serve the other. Power and 
need arc the two elements of life, but 
they must ha\-« a mediuni of. Introduc- 
tion. Ideas and knowledge must 
porfsji without a point of contact 
with tho great world of nued. Your 
Industry presents tho very material 
by which the power of Inspiration 
and Ideals can be brought to bear 
upon the probloma of life. 

On the other hand, all tho paper in 
the world will be of little use unless 
It has something to carry to the wait- 
ing souls of men. When one catches 
a vision of the stupendous circulation 
of books, magazines, papers and let- 
ters that boar the Increasing knowl- 
edge all around the world, he miist 
be.'ftaipresiBed with the miitu'al minis- 
try of education and industry. 

It is the province of the Univer- 
sity to ftirnlsh ideas, to increase the 
knowledge of humanity. IC is the 
privilege of your Industry to act as 
messengers for the dissemination and 
transmission of know'ledge. "How 
beautiful upon th* mountains are the 
feet of thoM» y^o^ publish the glad 
tiding of peace." 

"Without your aid tha student 
could not he brought into contact 
with the immense resourcea of learn- 
ing.

The word "Industry" haa a ilke 
catholic significance. Too often w< 
have confined it to a certain type of 
work. The industrloua men are dis- 
covered in all tho departmenu of 
human activities. Industry touches 
every phabc of society ■ — it affects 
very seriously all the relations of life. 
It is impossible to divide life up into 
water-tight compartmenta. Evory 
department bears in greater or lesser 
degren upon every other, and our 
task must N* to create and maintain 
harmony umong the too-often dis- 
cordant elements in our humanity. 
' We cannot close our eyes, to tho 
fact that the prevaiUug discord 
springs largely from ignorance. MIs- 
under::tanding it bom of imperfect 
knowledge; mistrust C9mo3 of Incom- 
plete information; rivalries and an- 
tagonisms aro tbe result of lack of 
study of one another's duties and 
resporslbllities. Knowledge must ibe 
Increased; education must ibecomo 
more common, before we can hope to 
disperse the clouds that darken our 
horizon. - ' ' 

Industry represents two great fac- 
tors, or perhaps it would be hotter to 
u'.y, includoH and uses t/wo main re- 
sources of life — ' the material and 
the human. it is concerned with 
nature and with man. Its province 
Is to explore and extract tbe supplios 
in tbe natural world and to use :nen 
in their development, refinement and 
manufacture . into commercial com- 
modities. 

Now, hoiv can the University assist 
in this, important (lualnoss? Every 
one reailzes that the study of nature 
and the application of scientific 
methods in the use of material, are 
essential to the 'best results. Nature 
will rcBpond to tho skilled hand much 
more readily than to the unskilled. 
In fact, thorê is always a churllshucss 
in nature to tho demand of the un-i 
couth or unlearned explorer. She 
likes to bo treated with respect and 
devotion; she grows angry against 
the crude and extravagant demands; 
she la generous with the caroful and 
provident student of her secrets; tho 
more knowlodgo we can bring to bear 
upon the efforts of those who are 
dealing with the raw product, tho 
better for industry. Couservation of 
natural rcsolirccs — - or {^should say. 
natural forces — becomes a growing 
necessity. We have suffered enor- 
mously from Ignorance and waste. 
Our land has been Impoverished by 
the greedy and avaricious. • There Is 
perhaps no department of life where 
we need to turn on the light of 
science moro fully than in this realm 
of material things. g 

Tho human factor also claims tho 
attention of the seats of learning.
